I have 
constantly emphasised In this 
column the young child's need of 
mingling 
freely 
w ith 
normal 
playm ates. He also needs to be 
with his parents, both of them. 
Here comes a question from a 
clergyman, who writes: 
“Dear Dr. Myers: 
“We may soon be entering 
evangelistic work, and expect to 
be traveling all over the nation, 
staying for a week or two In one 
place and then moving on to an 
other. We had planned to buy a 
trailer, so that we could still have 
a home, and take our con, three, 
along with us. 
“We were very happy with our 
plans until a friend told us that 
we would be robbing our boy of 
too much by laking him away 
from the companionship of child­ 
ren his own age—that we should 
leave him behind with our par­ 
ents. This would mean that we 
would see him only a few weeks 
out of the year. 
“We realise, of course, that both 
his home life and his normal out­ 
side relationships are important, 
but a choice will have to be made. 
And while we are fully aware that 
living In a trailer will not be a 
normal life for a child, we would 
make every effort to find com­ 
panionship with other children 
for him everywhere we go. 
Which Is Mere Impertaatf 
“We want to make our decision 
with our son’s welfare Ut mind, 
not selfishly. And since It Is dif­ 
ficult for us to remain completely 
unprejudiced, we are asking tor 
your frank, objective opinion. 
Which is more important to 


child, being with parental other 
children?- 
My reply was about as follows: 
Important as It Is for your 
son to have normal companion­ 
ship of his own sge, it Is still mort 
Important for him to live with his 
parents, especially during these 
tender years. I trust you spare 
no reasonable amount of time 
and effort to get this child with 
other children his age. At his 
present age, It should be rela­ 
tively easy for him to adapt him­ 
self to new little friends often. 
The problem would grow more 
difficult after he Is six. especially 
after ten or twelve, when his go­ 
ing with you might be of doubtful 
wisdom. 
Bard Off Nerves 
His meeting so many new per­ 
sons. especially new playmates, 
will be pretty trying on his nerves. 
He may become over-stimulated 
and over-excited. Be sure he gets 
many quiet periods and plenty of 
sleep. When both of you must be 
away from him, provide a very 
calm and patient baby sitter who 
will read much to him. For him to 
go regularly to the meetings may 
be too strenuous or boring for 
him, yet lf he likes It, and adapts 
himself comfortably, the gains 
may be greater than the losses. 
Each of you parents should 
spend some time dally with him, 
reading to him, walking with him. 
making and doing things with 
him. Also, one of you should give 
him enough supervision, when 
with playmates, for his physical 
safety, and for their enjoyment 
together and his learning gradu­ 
ally to share. It won't be easy to 
curb this child’s selfishness and 
to render him thoughtful oI 
others.
